A CHANCE FOR POLAND,

The France-Prussinn War and Polish Indepen-
dence.

The Poles favor Franee, Prossin having joined
with Russia and Avstria in erushing out Polish inde«
pendence and in partitioning 'oland among them-
gelves, The desire for the independence of Poland
has been sacredly kept allve in the Polish breast, and
geveral times manifested in desperate but herole
struggles aguinst overwhelming numbers of her
foes, There are 4,000,0000f Poles under Prussian
sway. These 4,000,000 have, in spite of all the
efforts of Prussia, steadlly refused to assimilate
with the Prussian population, but have preserved
thelr traditions, customs, rellflou. and aspirations,
Five thousand Poles in the Prussian army, foreed
there by the copscriptive aystem, and though under
ordinary circumstances obedlient soldicrs, they sym-
pathize almost toa man with France, and will un-
donbtedly desert to the Freuch should a favorable
opportunity offer, There are 12,000,000 Poles under
Hussian rule. These hate the Russisns with an
intensity of hatred, and have on
two ooCcasions attempted, slngle-handed,
to free themselves from her yoke, Should
Russia join Prossia, there will be 18,000,000 of Poles
under the domination of those two powers, but
hating them (utensely, ardently destring to shake oir
tpeir yoke, There are 6,000,000 of Poles under
Aunstrian sway. But this fact would not retard
Austria from giving her sympathy if not her ald to
France particularly, and this belief seems prevalent
among the Poles, as Napoleon would offer territo-
rial compensation to Austria, taken from Prussian
dominions, In case she shouald be obliged 1o allow
Galicia (the Austrian part of Poland) to go with
Prussian and Russian Poland, By this plan a war-
like people, nuwbering 94,000,000, would bLe raised
up & powerful barrier against Ruossia on the west,
and & terrible thorn on the east in the slde of
Frussia.

THE PAWTUCKET MURDER.,

A Man Instantly Killed, and hi
l"rlnhllnllr‘ Hurt. SR

The Providence (R. L) Journal of yesterday
gives the particulars of the awful affair at
Pawtucket, of which news has been recelved by
telegraph. The Journal says:—

A murderous and fatal stabbing affray took
place Bunday evening at the corner of Pine and
South Union streets, Pawtucket. Charles E.
Kent, a conductor on Pawtucket horse car No.
4, stabbed and instantly killed Joseph B.
Whiting, about fifty-five or sixty vears of age,
and stabbed, with serious if not fatal effect,
Whiting's danghter Louisa.

The parties resided in a two-story house, at
the corner of Pine and South Union streets,
Whiting's family occupying the lower and
Kent's the upper portion of the house. There
have been family blekerings between the female
members of the family for some time, and
these bickerings have tended to create hostile
sentiments between the male members,

About half-past ten the parties mel. A melee
appears to have followed, in which I onisa Whi-
ting and other members of Whiting's family
took part. During the affair Kent came down
stairs from the honse and wentout on the scene.
The old man Whiting also went out to stop the
difficulty, sa}'inﬁ:—“Boyu, this won't do; this
must be stopped.”

Kent, who had been struck several times with
stones, made a motion as though he were push-
ing the woman, Loulsa, aside. The girl cried,
“] am stabbed;" and Kent then made a lunge at
old Mr. Whiting, who fell and died instantly,
the blood flowing from his left side.

Between one and two o'cloek last night Cero-
ner Clapp empanelled a jury, and after listening
to six or seven witnesses, n verdict of "Wllflﬁ
murder” by stabbing was retarned against
Charles E, Kent. Yesterday morning Kent was
arraigned in the Pawtucket Court of Magistrates
on a charge of murder, pleaded not guilty, waived
examination, and was committed to awalt the

unmarried. Kent, when brought up in the
court-room yesterday morniog, appeared to
have been very badly beaten in the affray. He
had a scalp wound on the left side of the back
of his head, the left eye was badly swelled, and
the right eye had been somewhat injured. His
clothes were saturated with blood from the
wounds on his hend. These injuries appear to
have Leen inflicted with stones before the stab-
bing.
Aﬁmthcr statement is to the effect that Kent
had been at home but a short time from his last
trip to the city and back, when this quarrel on
the strees, in front of the house, between young
Whitlng and his brother-in-law, Wilson, at-
tracted his attention, and he went down stadrs
and through the gate on to the street, when he
was struck In the left eye by young Whiting,
and knocked down, as be supposed with a stone
held in the hand, and struck again when down
on the back of the head with soma hard sub-
stance, which blow produced a severe contusion
and bled freely.

He got upon his feet : kﬁlin and began to usze
the knl'ffe or dagger which be took with him
when he went down stairs, and first struck
Louisa Whiting In the breast, making a severe
¢ut, and in the abdomen low down on the left
side; Loulsa shouted that she was stabbed, and
Eent turned upon the next person he saw, which
was young Whiting, and cat out his pantaloon-
pocket on his left side, but did not reach his per-
son. Mr. Joseph B, Whiting, the old ventleman,
was then attacked by Kent, and recelved but
one stab in the back, but that was a fatal blow
that killed him almost Instantly, and he fell to
the ground and died without speaking a word.
The blow was a fearful one, completely severing
arib and breaking the point off the dagger,
cutting offt the great artery from the heart,

A siogulor fatality seems to attend this
Whiting family. A dagghter of Mr. Whiting, a
school-teacher, was shot and killed by a young
man named Wales, in Sonth Franklin, Mass,,
gome five or six years ago, and Wales, after
shooting Mlss Whiting, immediately killed him-
self. It was partly on this account that Mr.
Whiting sold his farm in Fraoklin and moved
to Pawtncket some three years ago,

WasHizeTON, July 30.—Prevost-Paradol, the
new French Minister, who arrived here last
week, and was received by the President on
Satarday, committed suleide at 1 o'clock this
morning by shooting himself with a pistol, He
bas been very busy since his arrival, and yes-
terday his mind seemed wandering and dis-
tracted, though he was somewhat engaged with
his affairs till early in the afternoomn, It is
thought he took his life while laboring under
temporary insanity brotight on by fatigue and
the extreme heat. The faets will be brought
out at the Coroner's inquest.

Additlonal Faets Relative to the Sad Affalr.
Despateh to the Assoctated Press.

Wasniseron, July 20.—The fatal act was
committed In his ebhamber, the front room of
the second story, and the circumstances atlend-
ing it show that it was premeditated. The in-
mates of the house at the time were his house-
keeper and a French eervant-man, The former
heard the report of the pistol, and rushed to his
room, where she found him lying dead upon the
floor bleeding from the left breast, the ball
having entered immediately over the heart and
no doubt produced death.

Messrs. Harvey & Marr, undertakers, were
sent for this morning early, It not being known
outside of the house that he had killed himself
until after daylight.

When he committed the rash act he had pre-
pared for bed, but had evidently been sitting in
his room meditating upon the deed.
